2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because: 

3. Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the product as claimed can be made by a 
materially different process, e.g., extracting raw oyster with an alcohol. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. During a telephone conversation with Mr. Chapman on November 12, 2003 a 
provisional election was made without traverse to prosecute the invention of Group I, 
claims 1-8. Affirmation of this election must be made by applicant in replying to this 
Office action. Claim 9 stands withdrawn from further consideration by the examiner, 37 
CFR 1.142(b), as being drawn to a non-elected invention. 
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6. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1.48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1 .48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1 .17(i). 

7. Claims 2, 4, 7 and 8 are objected to because of the following informalities: In 
claim 2, "a" should be added after "have". In claim 4, "wherein" should be deleted. In 
claims 7 and 8, "containing" should be changed to "contains". Appropriate correction is 
required. 

8. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

9. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Muromachi et al (Example 6). 

Muromachi et al discloses an oyster extract as well as an oyster extract mixture, 
each of which includes zinc. While the zinc concentration in Muromachi et al's oyster 
extract mixture is within applicant's claimed range, the oyster extract itself appears to 
have a lower zinc concentration than claimed by applicant. However, finding the 
optimum zinc concentration would require nothing more than routine experimentation by 
one reasonably skilled in this art. The additional components of the extract claimed in 
claims 4, 7 and 8 are components which are naturally present in oyster extract. The 
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particular manner of preparing the oyster extract (claims 3 and 5) is a method [imitation 
entitled to no patentable weight in applicant's product claims.
